Archaeological Queries 


Editor Colonist. — Amongst tho antiquities 
on this Island there ia ouo sort in particular, 
Wishing for information I would take the 
liberty through tho columns of your paper to 
lay u description of them beforo your readers. 
They nro constructed us follows : — First, 
.stones weighing not more than MO poaads nor 
less than live, aro takon and placed In straight 
lilico, running southeast and northwest, or 
more correctly, 13 degiecs north of oast. I 
have taken thu bearings of 4 or 5 iu dih*«rent 
places and found them invariably in the lama 
direction. In length they range from 50 to 
100 feot, and in soma instances Bs rHseh as 
200, As I said, they are in two straight lines, 
leaving a space befweon of not les3 [ban 20 
inches. From tbe middlo ol ttie first stone 
len,»tb\vlsa to tbe middlo of thu s«cond, is 
two feet. In Borne places the stones aro 
altered or pushed out of their places by tlio 
feot of tho sheep and entile passing over them, 
— especially those which were placed on ft 
bare rock. Thoaa that hare moss covering 
Ihem could not be moved so easily. I speak 
as I found them 17 years ago, when they wero 
oatiro. Now no one can toll what they wore 
liko, oh, with the exception of a few stones 
hero aad there, they aro all displaced, so much 
so that in n year or two all trance will be 
gone. That they arc very old, is proved by 
the fact ol their being so imbeded in tho raoss. 
which takes a long time to grow ou dry 
rocks. Tho prosent race of Indiana know 
nothing of them whatever. They found tbera 
as ihtir fathers did before them. That the 
stones wero put them for some purpose io evi- 
dent. Ii' not why follow 
placing them. And why 
ly to tho same point iu 
they anything lo do will 
Or had they anything to do with any uucient 
and bloody rile 7 

Mr Richardson, in taking the dip of tbo 
rocks, took also their bearings, and found 
thorn nil running to tbu same point. Any of 
your readers who aro Interested in ;anti« 
4 u ties, if they know anything of these lines, 
trill oblige me by giving lb eir opinion. Al- 
ready they are a thing of tho past owing to 
tboir displacement. No doubt they will Sgaro 
in tho past history cf Northwest America.
